The lonley figure on watch shaded his 


eyes with one hand and making a trum- 
pet of the other placed it to his ear. 
Yes, the incoming craft was a steamer 
for he could hear the throb of the en 
gines. 


Ten minutes slipped by and the in • 


creasing light of the rapidly approach 
ing day and the distance shortened by 
the steamer's engines in that time suf- 
ficed to bring the craft into -view. The 
figure in oil-skins took one good look 
and then sped back to the life saving 
station to report. 


Captain Mayo was aroused and in- 


formed that the long expected Raleigh 
of Admiral Dewey's invincible fleet was 
in the Bay and rapidly approaching the 
harbor. The Herald office was at once 
called up by telephone and the good 
news soon in type and ready for the 
people. 


Shortly after 4 o'clock the engines of 


the Baleigh ceased moving and the big 
anchor of the cruiser found bottom 
about three and one half miles outside 
of Whalesback, Soon after Pilot Ama- 
zeenin his white dingy reached the side 
of the vessel and was the first person to 
set foot on board the craft since she 
steamed out of Charleston harbor. 


At an early hour the jackies on board 


the boat were scrubbing decke and put 
ting the grim fighter in holiday attire 
for what was to come later in the day. 
Every bit of brass work was gone over 
and thb deck* were as clean as a pol 
ished dining room floor. Captain Cogh 
Ian and his officers donned spotless linen 
and their newest uniforms for the oc 
casion.

It was thought that perhaps the pilot

The noise of the big guns told what 


few people who had not read the Berahft 
bulletin board, of the arrival of the big 
fighter and soon the water front was 
alive with people.

draught and has a tonnage of 3,183, 
Her speed is 19 knots. She carries rer 
ticajiourcy Under triple expansion en 
giues and four double ended, and, twi 
single endad boilers. Her deck is pro 
tected with armor from one to two wni 
one-half inches thick, and she carries

cellulose belt. The armor on her con 
ning tower is two inches thick, and shi

on her forecastle, ten 5-ineh rapid fin 
guns-^two in the poop and four on e»cl 
side of the gun deck, in sponsons— 
eight 6 pound and four 1-pound rapu 
fire guns, two Catling machine gnm 
and ns. torpedo tubes.

Tl>e retail price has varied 


during the pest two or three days from 
tentoiifteen cents a bos, and pnr- 
c'jBsers will not be able to get them 
much lower than tliis.^ Ttoey may oe- 
oisionaily l>e had during the c«i two 
or, three weeks at the rate of three 
boxes for a <}'j.trter, but it is doubtful if 
good berries fall below the ten cents 
per box mark. \Vhen the native arti- 
c'.o arrives the price wilt go np a little, 
as New England is never able to sup 
ply the demand for such fruit. People 
fond of strawberries should enjoy the 
rich, ripe berries during the ensuing 
tw3 or three weeks as the season will 
soon be over, and then the artificially 
preserved fruit must suflicA until an- 
other vear.

I and the Raleigh swept in toward the 
I navy yard as if she was nothing more 
than a steam launch in tbe hands' of an 
expert. Mate Vennard and crew were 
on hand to take the .big cruiser's lines 
and half an hour later the vessel was 
safely moored under the big shears just 
ahead of the Resolute. 


As the Raleigh showed her nose 


around the Narrows she fired from the 
guns that created such havoc with tbe 
Spanish fleet at Manila a salute of thir- 
teen guns in honor of Admiral Remey. 
This was returned by the yard battery 
which fired eleven guns in honor of 
Captain Coghlan. 
. } 


The noise of the big guns told what 


few people who had not read the Herald'* 
bulletin board, of tbe arrival of the big 
fighter and soon the water front was 
alive with people. The cold rain made 
no difference and they stood on the 
wharves for hours and gazed across at 
the vessel in war paint. 


Description of the Kaleigh. 


The Raleigh, i sisterof tie Cincinna- 


ti, was launched at Norfolk in 1892. She 
is a steel cruiser of the second ciaaa, 
with twin screws and two schooner 
rigged masts, with military tope. She 
a 300 feet, long, 42 feet beam, 18 feet 
draught and has a tonnage of 3,183. 
Her speed is 19 knots. She carries ver- 
tical four cylinder triple expansion en- 
gines andfpur double, ended and two 
single ended boilers.* Her deck is pro- 
tected with armor from one to two and 
one-half inches thick, and she carries a 
cellulose belt. The armor on her con- 
ning tower is two inches thick, and she 
has two inches of steel in her spansons. 


She carries one 6-inch rapid fire^ gun 


on her forecastle, ten 5-inch rapid fire 
grins—two in the poop and four on each 
side of the gun deck, in sponsons— 
eight 6 pound and four 1-pound rapid 
fire guns, two Gatling machine guns 
and six torpedo tubes. Her crew num- 
bers 295. 


Ordered Home to New York. 


An account of the Raleigh's return 


voyage is best told by one of the mem- 
bers of the orew. 
- 


It is difficult to describe the surprise 


on board the Raleigh when,on December 
12,1898, the word came, "Yon are or- 
dered to New York." Every one fully>r- 
pected to remain on the station for many 
months at least. Indeed, the story wa» 
Iiardly credited until coming officially 
from the great Dewey himself. 


As it was generally 
believed that 


nothing was left for the navy in Asiatic 
waters but routine duty, we were eoa- 
sidered in great luck, and congratula- 
tions showered in upon ns from all 
sides. Yet, glad as we were to be or- 
dered home, our happiness was impaired 
byithe prospect of parting from our 
dear Admiral. Had we kaown that work 
still remained for the navy in Manila it 
is needless to say what our choice would, 
have been.

Many transfers in the personnel were 


at once effected, and more than one poor 
fellow drew a long fwe oa finding he 
was to remain behind.

N«?w York. May 10.—A special cable 


from Manila 10 lh«- .NVw York Herald, 
under dat*- of May 18, says: 


Definite pence propositions from the 


Filipino government are Imuiliit-nt. Th^ 
Americans positively have t-ntlre control 
of the situation. If the rainy season does 
not set In within 10 days, and make fur- 
ther military operations impossible, 
should, the insurgents still prove intract- 
able. 


The purpose of the Filipino leaders to 


give up the struggle against American 
authority was made known by two dele- 
gates of the Filipino peace commission 
who remained in gun Isidro when It was 
captured and surrendered to Lawton's 
advance guard. In conversation with 
American officers, they stated that ttu- 
Filipino forces have been to? the last 
four days willing to secure peace on any 
terms that General Otis might see fit to 
offer. 


They dec-lare that General Lawton. by 


the rapid and energetic advance from 
Balirtag. has not allowed their forces a 
moment's cessation from fighting, "the 
delegates odd, as their most Important 
Information, that Atfuinaldo himself will 
«ue for peace through the p^ace eonv 
mission within two days. If he does noi 
BO act. 'the Filipino goveranient will 
promptly repudiate him, as four-fifth* 
of the native* are weary of. the war, and 
desire the early ending of hostilities. ''' 


The Filipino'congress voted on. May £ 


to name a peace romniisslon, which as 
finally mads tip cerslsts ot Buencamino, 
Del Pinar Argnelles, Torres. Pamprenos, 
Paterno and Herrera. These delegates 
Intend to proceed to General Lawton'* 
headquarters to begin negotiations foi 
a pacific settlement, but the American 
attack on Son Isidro caused them to takt 
flight to the northward.

It is stated that Aeuinaldo fled from

Washington, May IS.—Aguinaldo'a ac- 


ceptance of the only terms General Otis 
has to offer, unconditional surrender, 
with general amnesty and self-govern 
merit, 13 expected by the membersof the 
administration within the next few days, 
and they believe 'that, whatever Agui- 
naldo may do. the «nd oftiis rebellion ha* 
come, and that there will be" no morese- "j 
riotis fighting. 


General Otis, in the repot t received 


from him this morning, not only stated 
that Agumaldo and his associates would 
send in a commission tomorrow to seek 
terms of peace, apparently accepting the 
Inevitable, but gave the very significant 
Information that the main body of the 
insurgent army had decreased from 
about 9000 to about 2500 men, showing 
how great the desertion has been. 


Secretary Alger, who has been less 


hopeful than any other member of the 
cabinet, said today: "Heretofore I have 
not been sanguine that the peace over- 
tures of the Filipinos were genuine, but 
now I am convinced that they are ear- 
nest, and that this marks the beginning 
of the end. They haveibeen driven from 
their very last ditch, and there Is nothing 
left for them except to surrender. 


"I think the action of Aguinaldo Is due 


Ip large measure to the fact that his 
people have heard of the good Intentions 
of the United States, and have at last 
become convinced that this government 
means to trec.t them with Justice. I DCT 
Heve the end Is very near." 


In this statement Secretary Alger ex- 


pressed the thought of members of the 
administration that Aguinaldo. defeated 
and discouraged, feeling that he has lost 
prestige, and b«lng deserted by his own 
followers under the pressure of the con- 
ciliatory action of the Philippine com- 
mission, will be forced to surrender.
